GET PURE WATER 


Dr. Welch’s Appeal. 

The State Board of Health hag con- 
demned the water of Talladega, and 
following this action Dr. S. W. Welch, 
State Health Officer, issued the fol- 
lowing appeal to the voters of the 
state: 


To the Voters of Alabama: 

The water supply of the City 
of Talladega is derived from a 
spring and two deep wells, The 
broken sewers of the City leak 
into the subterranean basin 
tapped by the wells and the 
spring. 

The water supply hag been un- 
safe for human consumption ex- 
cept when treated by all the 
methods known to science for a 
number of years. At times, the 
dosage of liquid chlorine must be 
80 heavy as to render the water 
supply unpalatable and unpotable. 
Any break in the administration 
of the control system is followed 
by an outbreak of typhoid tever 
in the town, particularly in the 
home of working people. 

The State Board of Health 
earnestly begs the voters of Ala- 
bama to support the amendment 
giving Talladega the opportunity 
to levy a tax on themselves for 
the purpose of getting a better 
water supply. The situation is 
very imperative from a public 
health standpoint.
